4 Bill to ]. roeide for the salaries and allowances of certain officers of Par- 
liament. 

Bb it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) This Act may be called the* 

Salaries and Allowances of Officers- of Parliament Act, 1953. 

(2) It shall come into force on the first day of May, 1968. 

2. Definition. — In this Act “officer of Parliament’’ means any of the 
following officers, namely, the Chairman and Deputy Chairman of the* 
Counoil of States and the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the Hound 
of the People. 

3. Salaries of officers of Parliament — There shall be paid to the 
Chairman and the Speaker a salary of two thonsand two hundred and 
fifty rupees per mensem, and to the Depnty Chairman and the Deputy 
Speaker a salary of two thousand rupees per mensem. 

4. Residence for officers of Parliament. — Each officer of Parliament 
ehall be entitled without payment of rent to the use of a furnished resi- 
dence throughout his term of office and for a period of fifteen days 
immediately thereafter, and no charge shall fall on the offioer personally 
In respect of the maintenance of suoh residence. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this seotion, “residence’’ includes 
the stag quarters and other buildings appurtenant thereto and the garden

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thereof, and “maintenance” in relation to n residence includes the pay- 
ment of local rates and taxes and the provision of electricity and water. 

6, Sumptuary allowance to the Chairman and the Speaker. — There 
shall he paid to the Chairman and the -Speaker a sumptuary allowance •( 
five hundred rupees per mensem. 

8. Travelling and daily allowances to officers of Parliament. — (1) Sub- 
ject to uny rules made in this behalf under section 11, an officer of Par- 
liament shall be entitled t-o — 

(o) travelling allowances for himself and the members of hie 
f amil y and for the transport of bis and his family’s effects — 

(t) in respect of the journey to Delhi from his usual place 
of residence outside Delhi for assuming office, and 

(if) in respect of the journey from Dolhi to his usual place 
of residence outside Delhi on relinquishing office, ’“and 

(b) travelling and daily allowances in reBpect of tours undertaken 
by him in the discharge of his official duties, whether by sea, land or 
air. 


( 3 ) Any travelling allowance under this section mny be paid in cash 
or free official transport may be provided in lieu thereof. 

7. Medical facilities to officers of Parliament.— Subject to any rules 

made in this behalf under section 11, an officer of Parliament and the 
members of his family shall be entitled free of charge to accommodation 
in hospitals maintained by the Government and also to medical treatment. 

8. Advances to officers of Parliament lor purchase of motor-cars, — 

There may be paid to any offioer of Parliament by way of a repayable 
advance such sum of money as may be determined by rules made in this 
behalf under section 11 for the purchase of a motor-car in order that he 
may be able to discharge conveniently and efficiently the duties of ins 
office. 

9. Officers of Parliament not to draw salary or allowances as Members 
of Parliament. — No officer of Parliament in receipt of a salary or allow- 
ance under this Act shall be entitled to receive any sum out of fundB 
provided by Parliament by way of salary or allowance in respect of his 
membership of either House of Parliament. 

10. Notification respecting appointment, etc., of officers or Parliament 
to bo conclusive evidence thereof. — The date on which any person became 
or ceased to be an offioer of Parliament shall he published in the Official 

‘Gazette and any such notification shall be conclusive evidence of the facB 
that he became, or ceased to be, an officer of Parliament on that date for 
-all the purposes of this Act),

11. Power to make rules. — ( 1 ) Tho Central Government may, in con- 
sultation with the (’hairman and the bpoukor, mane rules for carrying 
out the purposes of this Aet. 

(2) All n^Les made under this Act sWll he, k*d before both iCoUbOS of 
Parliament as soon ns may be after they we made. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS’ 

Under article 97 of the Constitution, read with paragraph 7 of 
Second Schedule. Iho Chairman and the Speaker are each at present 
entitled to the same hiPary aud allowances ns were pnyablo to the Speaker 
of the Constituent Assembly (Legi§lnti\o) before the 20lh January, 1950, 
that is to say, a salary of Rs. 0,000/- per mensem, a sumptuary allowance 
of Rs. 500/- per mensem and the use of a fully furnished residence in 
New Delhi free of rent throughout his term of office. Similarly the 
Deputy Chairman and th$ Deputy Speaker arc entitled to the same salary 
and allowances as were payable to the Depot, Sflmker ol the Constituent 
Assembly (Legislative), namely, a salary oE Rs. 1,500/- per mensem for 
the period during which he is engaged on work- connected with the business 
of the House and n daily allowance of Rs. 40/- as admissible to a Mem- 
ber of the Houst . All these officers of Thirl ' unent are also entitled in 
respaot of journeys on duty to travelling and daily allowances. 

Paragraph 7 of the Second Schedule is a transitional provision and 
article 07 contemplates a lair of Parliament providing lor the salaries and 
allowances of all these four officers of Parliament. When the salary and 
allowances of tho Speaker of the Constituent Assembly (Legislative) were 
fixed by n statutory order in February, 1945, they wore equated to the 
salary and allowances of a Cabinet, Minister. Tho present Bill has baeu 
drafted in pursuance of article 97 and equates Ihu position of the Speaker 
and the Chairman to that of a Cabinet Minister with respect to their 
salaries, allowances and other facilities ns envisaged in the Salaries and 
Allownnoes of Ministers Act, 1052 

With respect to the Deputy Speaker and the Deputy Chairman, a 
salary of Rs. 2,000/- per nieneer .1 is proposed and in addition they would be 
Entitled to the ufic of a fully furnished residence.
